Names of contacts were provided by State university and extension leaders, as well 
as members from State departments of agriculture. 


In all but a few cases, individual contacts were screened by telephone interview to 
determine if their work was related to small-scale agriculture. Information appearing 
in each entry was gathered during the interview process and may not be 
comprehensive. 


Specialty/keywords were selected and retrofitted to conform with terms most 
frequently used and familiar to small-scale agriculture. Project/activity statements 
contain less familiar language and were made brief to conserve space. 


Entry information was computer databased to enable cross-referencing of 
information and to expedite electronic publishing. 


Categories of individuals in the directory include: 
e research and extension personnel from public universities, State colleges, and 
other cooperating institutions; 


e service and assistance personnel from State and Federal Government, especially 
State departments of agriculture; 


e key individuals from private, nonprofit organizations that assist in research, 
education, and outreach. 


Entries and keywords are indexed by alphabetical order. Note that States indexed 
by two-character State codes appear in different alphabetic order than full State 
spellings. 


Names and occupation/titles are bolded to assist entry location and directory 
browsing. 


Specialty/keywords indicate an individual’s specialties, disciplines, or areas of 
work. These keywords are used in the following manner: marketing-direct, 
management-business, or economics-agricultural. The first term indicates the most 
general area of work; the second term clarifies a focus. 


The project/activity statement further clarifies specialty/keywords or highlights 
specific projects or activities. No capitals are used in the specialty fields. Additional 
areas of work or interest will be listed in this statement. This statement, like the 
Specialty/Keywords, is italicized. 


Information and assistance resources have been included, but no comprehensive 
effort was made to list all resources. Rather, the project/activity statement will focus 
on resources that the contact was responsible for. Therefore, request additional 
resource materials when networking.

(Highlight or state up front the specific question or 
topic you would like addressed.) 


e A follow-up phone call can help clear problems relating to your request as well 
as decrease response time. (Keep in mind business hours, time zone differences, 
lunch periods, and holidays or other special times during the year.) 


e When contacting, leave a complete message indicating your specific (and brief) 
question or interest with his/her secretary, aide, or phone recorder. Be sure to leave 
your complete name, address, and convenient phone number. 


e Finally, send follow-up and thank you letters. These documents serve to reward 
good work and may provide feedback on individual and program progress.
